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Report of Mrs. Gies re C.N.A. Convention 

Because an ill wind blew, Miss Doreen Murphy 
was unable to attend the C.N.A. Convention, as 
planned and I was the lucky person to go to 
Quebec, to represent our Alumnae. It was a 
wonderful week-—one I shall never forget. 

Miss Marjorie Shephard, St. Elizabeth Visiting 
Nurses’ Association, was my travelling com¬ 
panion. We arrived in Quebec, in the morning, 
May 31, 1952. Within an hour we set out on 
foot to see some of the old city. As we walked 
up and down the steep, winding streets, I mar¬ 
velled at how men had built a city on such 
terrain and how these solid buildings had 
weathered time and climate and, last but not 
least, at the masterful way cars and trucks are 
driven on the narrow, steep streets! We visited 
Notre Dame des Victoires Church and the Ba¬ 
silica before lunch. Each is very old and rich 
in art. 

The Congress of the Catholic Nurses’ Associa¬ 
tion of Canada, with an attendance of 300 sisters 
and lay nurses, was held on May 31 and June 1, 
in the Canadian Institute of Quebec. The closing 
session was at the Convocation Hall of Laval 
University. The medical lectures dealt with 
Psychiatry and Pediatrics. The general theme 
of the congress, expressed by His Excellency, 
Msgr. Garant and by the Rector of Laval Uni¬ 
versity and by the Chaplain of the Association, 
was the evergrowing need of an awareness of 
our responsibilities today, when grave moral 
issues, such as sterilization, teaching of birth 
control and mercy killing, are tolerated and even 
endorsed by so-called Christians. All nurses of 
Catholic hospitals and Schools of Nursing must 
be ready to meet this challenge and be prepared 
to defend Christian standards, in our work and 
in our daily living. 


On Sunday, June 1, we attended Mass and 
Benediction at Ste. Ann-de-Beaupre, were guests 
for lunch at Kent House, which is beside Mont¬ 
morency Falls, and for a delicious dinner at 
Pavillion Msgr. Vachon, the only completed build¬ 
ing on Laval’s new campus. 

The Canadian Nurses’ Association Convention 
opened Monday morning, June 2. About 1800 
were registered from all parts of Canada. Two 
hundred student nurses held separate meetings 
and joined in our social functions. St. Michael’s 
was well represented. Among the sisters present 
were Sr. Mary Rene, Sr. St. Albert, Sr. Marion 
and Sr. M. de Sales. Several Nursing Sisters were 
there—Flora Brohman, 1932, Mary Cutler, 1947, 
and Leona Costello, 1946, joined us frequently. 
Dorothy Rowe represented St, Michael’s students. 

Miss Helen McArthur, president, reviewed the 
progress of the Canadian Nurses’ Association at 
the opening meeting, stressing many achieve¬ 
ments since the Weir Report in 1932,—as, various 
health services, Nurse Registration Acts, increased 
financial support through government grants, 
increased membership from 8,000 to 30,000. 

The meetings were held in the ball room of the 
Chateau Frontenac, for the English-speaking 
nurses. The French-speaking nurses convened 
in a nearby room where they received an im¬ 
mediate translation of the entire meeting through 
a special mechanical device. Their responses 
were brought back by messenger. 

The reports of the various committees will 
be found in the August issue of The Ca¬ 
nadian Nurse. 

The Structure Study, which was prepared by 
Dr. Pauline Jewett, a political scientist, was 
presented for discussion but referred back to the 
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provinces for further study. The fact that this 
study contains radical changes should make us 
aware of the need of active participation and 
interest in our Association, at both the provincial 
and national levels. The C.N.A. is our voice— 
we must do our share in moulding policies which 
affect nurses and all mankind. Sister de Sales 
summed up most of the discussion when she said 
from the floor, “informed members are necessary 
before changes are made, and in all events, prin¬ 
ciples of Christian Democracy must be main¬ 
tained.” 

Late in the afternoon, a colorful pageant, on 
the history of nursing in Quebec, was put on 
in the garden of the Hotel Dieu by the student 
nurses and the (internes. The boat the sisters 
and missionaries arrived in was in the garden. 
The first teepee and hospital, built in 1658, have 
been preserved and it was easy to picture the 
hardships these brave sisters endured. 

On Tuesday the role of the nurse in national 
emergency was explained, followed by demon¬ 
strations on: 

1. Casualty care in mass disaster. 

2. Nursing of the neurological patient. 

3. Nutrition in pregnancy. 

4. Oral hygiene. 

5. Total care of tuberculosis patients. 

6. Total care of cardiac patients. 

7. Nursing demonstration by V.O.N. 

8. Care of arthritic patients. 

The hall was so crowded that I went back in 
the evening to see casualty care in mass diaster. 
This skit is to travel across Canada and it is 
well worth seeing. 

Wednesday was the day for sight-seeing. I 
went to Mass at the Basilica and said a wee prayer 
for all of us. Then I saw many historical spots 
in the city by riding in a horse-drawn vehicle 
(a ealech). In the afternoon there was a trip 
to the Isle of Orleans. It is beautiful and the 
soil is the most fertile in the province. After 
dinner we toured the Citadel and then went to 
the Winter Palace for a social hour. Five hun¬ 
dred were expected and eleven hundred were 
served. 


On Thursday Dr. A. R. Lord's Report was 
given. It is an evolution of the Educational 
Policy at the demonstration School of Nursing 
in Windsor. The conclusion showed no signifi¬ 
cant difference in the calibre of the demonstra¬ 
tion school students and those of the control 
schools. 

In the afternoon there was a panel discussion, 
“For Better Service Today and Tomorrow." The 
study was done at the Ottawa Civic Hospital, 
on the duties of a head nurse because of nurse 
shortage. It was felt the head nurse has too 
much clerical work to do. 

The scrutineers' report followed. That evening 
the Mary Agnes Snively Memorial Lecture was 
given by L'Abbe Arthur Maheux. He traced 
French culture in Canada and told of the uni¬ 
versity level education the Jesuits have main¬ 
tained. His plea was for national unity. 

Friday morning Miss Gertrude Hall, retiring 
general-secretary, was presented with a cheque 
and a silver tray. The discussion on the Struc¬ 
ture Study was continued and when it was 
referred for further study, I made a personal 
resolution never to miss a chance to actively 
participate or vote in my district organization. 

We left Quebec Friday afternoon. The dele¬ 
gates held the final meeting June 7. I would 
like to close on a note of appreciation for the 
privilege of attending the convention. It has 
made me realize that I must be more active in 
our Alumnae and in the R.N.A.O.

There is a vacant place and a void at St. 
Michael’s. Dr. Magner has gone from our midst. 

Dr. Magner died at his home, 133 Hanna Road, 
on May 11, at the age of 65. He had suffered an 
illness during the past year but had recovered 
sufficiently to resume his duties at the hospital. 

Dr. Magner was born in Cork, Ireland. He was 
educated at the Christian Brothers College and 
the University College, Cork, from which he was 
graduated with the degrees of M.B., B.Ch., and 
B.A.O. Later he received the degrees of D.P.H., 
N.U.I. and M.D. The University of Saskatchewan 
conferred upon him the honorary degree of L.L.D. 

He was past president of the Canadian Medical 
Association, the Ontario Medical Association and 
the Toronto Academy of Medicine. He was also 



a member of the American Association of Pa¬ 
thology and Bacteriology and the American 
Association of Pathology. He was the author 
of several books, including a Textbook on 
Hematology. 

A veteran of the First World War, Dr. Magner 
served as Bacteriologist with the Southern Dis¬ 
trict Irish Command and later was with the 10th 
Division at Gallipoli. 

Dr. Magner had been on the staff of the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto and the staff of St. Michael’s 
since 1921, and at the time of his death he was 
Assistant Professor of Pathology at the Uni¬ 
versity, and chief Pathologist and Director of 
Laboratories, and chief advisor of the Medical 
Board at St. Michael’s. 

He leaves his wife, four sons, Dr. Desmond 
Magner, professor of Pathology, University of 
Ottawa; William, Bryan and Neil Magner, all of 
Toronto, and two daughters, Mrs. Herbert John¬ 
stone, South, Ind., and Una, Toronto. 

We, St. Michael’s nurses, have always regarded 
Dr. Manger as a real friend and appreciated the 
privilege of our association with him—in the 
School of Nursing where he gave so generously 
of his time and ability, and on the hospital wards 
where we experienced his knowledge and help. 

It is the privilege of too few to share the as¬ 
sociation of one possessed of such qualities of 
heart and mind as Dr. Magner. His passing will 
leave gaps in the life and work of St. Michael’s 
which he has made his debtor—the richer for his 
presence and the poorer with his passing—and 
where his memory will live long. 

With these thoughts we would associate our¬ 
selves in sympathy with Mrs. Magner and her 
family. To Dr. Magner a grateful sincere tribute 
and a remembrance in our prayers.

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NURSES' NEW RESIDENCE DEDICATED BY 
CARDINAL 

Prom the Globe and Mail 
Dated July 3rd, 1952.

First event of the diamond jubilee year, hap¬ 
pening yesterday on exactly the 60th anniversary 
of the founding of St. Michael's Hospital, was the 
formal opening of the new nurses' residence, 
Shuter and Bond Streets, opposite the cathedral. 

Cardinal MeGuigan blessed and dedicated the 
new building and presented a golden key to 
Premier Frost who officially opened the building 
and was guest speaker. 

The new $700,000 residence, connected by a 
tunnel under Shuter Street with the hospital, 
is part of a $5,000,000 building program under¬ 
taken within a three-year period. Later in the 
jubilee year a new out-patients’ department will 
be opened, and the new north wing of the hos¬ 
pital, now under construction, which will include 
a psychiatric unit, six additional operating rooms 
and a unit for treating burns. 


Congratulating all who had a part in bringing 
the 900-bed hospital to its present size and status 
as a large metropolitan hospital, Premier Frost 
paid eloquent tribute to the Sisters of St. Joseph. 
He was glad, he said, to have a small part in 
bringing St. Michael's to its present status through 
a revision of the grant system. 

Referring to the fact that St. Michael's began 
as the result of a diphtheria epidemic (when 
the M.O.H. of the day asked the Sisters to help 
nurse patients in the old isolation hospital, two 
years before St. Michael's actually opened), the 
Premier stressed the advance in medicine in the 
past 60 years. 

“Diphtheria is something we do not have in 
Ontario today—nor smallpox which struck terror 
into the hearts of the people when I was a boy,” 
he remarked. 

Government departments, the medical and 
nursing profession, are not the whole story in 
national health, the Premier went on. Such 
things as sanitation and refrigeration and the 
very electricity which operates so much modern 
equipment has played a large part in raising 
health standards. 
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Others on the platform were Bishop B. I. 
Webster; chief medical inspector of hospitals 
Malcolm E. J. Stalker; deputy health minister 
Dr. J. T. Phair; inspector of hospitals C. T. Telfer, 
and Dtr. E. F. Brooks, chairman. Civic representa¬ 
tives and superintendents and nursing heads of 
other Toronto hospitals were among guests who 
toured the residence. 

The new seven-story building, of red brick 
and stone, is 116 feet by 55 feet, and harmonizes 
in architecture with the hospital. It has terrazzo 
floors and pastel painted walls, along with window 
drapes, floor rugs and modernistic upholstered 
furniture of durable type. 

On the ground floor is the combination gym¬ 
nasium and auditorium with spectators' gallery 
where the opening was held. It is fully equipped 
for recreational and dramatic purposes and may 
be converted into a large tearoom by stowing 
away nesting chairs. There is an adjacent kitch¬ 
enette. Gym facilities include showers and locker 
rooms and there are storage and trunk rooms at 
street level. 

Special features of the teaching facilities on 
the second floor are a six-bed demonstration 
room fitted exactly as a hospital ward; a class¬ 
room to accommodate 100 which may be divided 
into smaller rooms by modern folding doors; a 
dietetic laboratory completely equipped with 
stainless steel, and a chemistry laboratory 
equipped for 24 students. 

The individual bedrooms on the upper five 
floors are equipped with metal furniture painted 
in pastel shades. In each room is a continental bed, 
with reading lamp; combination vanity table and 
desk; highboy and room clothes cupboard; up¬ 
holstered easy chair and a desk chair. 

There is running water in every room and 
at either end of every floor ample bath and shower 
facilities, and laundrette with drier. On each 
floor also are comfortably furnished sitting rooms 
with kitchenettes for snacks. 

The building has a roof garden giving a mag¬ 
nificent view of the city.
